And it’s not just me. In “Building a Strong Bond,” page 30, producer 

admits the series was going off the rails. “We started 
getting too high in the sky — outer space, invisible cars — the 
technology began to overwhelm the story and the characters,” Wilson 
told writer David Giammarco during an interview on the film’s 
Bahamas set. ‘That’s a surprisingly honest thing for a producer to say, 
especially since the movie made a ton of money. I'd like to think it shows 
quality is at least as important as box office for the heirs to this franchise.

t’s been more than two years 
fe shooting wrapped on 
the homegrown French- 
language blockbuster C.R.A.Z. Y. 
— a film that went on to snag a 
record number of awards and 
nominations, including 10 
Genies, and became one of 
Quebec’s biggest box-office 
draws of all time — and 
Marc-Andre Grondin is eager to 


say goodbye to Zac Beaulieu, 
the role that made this 22-year- 
old actor a Canadian star. 

“| know that this role will 
follow me for the rest of my life. 
But it has been a year that | 
have been promoting 
[C.R.A.Z.Y.] and | am no longer 
able to talk about it with such 
passion,” he confides. “It is 
time for me to move on.” 


It’s Grondin’s new projects 
that excite him these days, 
including this month’s 
La Belle béte. 

Based on Quebec author 
Marie-Claire Blais’ 1959 
debut novel, La Belle béte 
(the English version was 
published as Mad Shadows), it 
was adapted for the big screen 
by director Karim Hussain 
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(Ascension). Grondin plays the 
beautiful beast in question, 
Patrice, a pretty, yet dim-witted, 
young man who Is worshipped 
by his doting mother (Carole 
Laure) and loathed by his smart 
but unattractive sister (Caroline 
Dhavernas). It’s a dark and 
violent psychological drama 
that builds to a horrifying 
conclusion. 

Initially, Grondin had trouble 
understanding his character. 

“A week before shooting | 
freaked out. | couldn’t find 
Patrice’s voice. | couldn’t get 
him. Then | realized | needed 
only to draw inspiration from 
one thing, my dog,” he says, 
chuckling. “Seriously, Patrice is 
the dog in that family. In every 
Situation he reacts like an 
animal. He gets beaten up but 
always returns to his master.” 

It’s definitely a change of 
pace from his sensitive portrayal 
of C.R.A.Z.Y.’s sexually 
confused adolescent. So did he 
choose this role on purpose? 

“| try to apply the approach 
of the band Radiohead to my 
choice of scripts,” he says. 
“Their first album was a big hit. 
And what did they do to ensure 
their second album wouldn’t be 
a victim of comparison? They did 
something completely different.” 

Filming La Belle béte 
required much of Grondin, 
including being physically 
abused. “It was rough,” he says. 
“| didn’t leave this experience 
without a scrape.” 

The film also required some 
nudity, which wasn’t a problem 
for this Quebec heartthrob. 

“For me to undress and show 
some skin, when it Is justified, 
does not bother me. In this film 
it symbolizes the purity and 
vulnerability of the character.”

any of the most astonishing big- 
screen moments have been quiet 
close-ups of characters’ sedate 
faces that reveal storms of emotion raging 
just beneath. 

Glenn Close has one at the end of 
Dangerous Liaisons as her shamed 18th- 
century temptress scrubs the makeup 
from her face. Kevin Spacey’s corrupt 
cop catches a glimpse of himself in the 


mirror behind a bar in L.A. Confidential, 
and you can see right through to his core. 
And Catherine O’Hara has one about 
halfway through For Your Consideration 
when her aging actor thinks she just might 
get an Oscar nomination for her turn in 
a laughably bad indie drama. 

It’s an odd place to find such a moment, 
in the middle of Christopher Guest’s 
latest over-the-top comedy. In the tradition 
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of Guest’s other recent movies — Waiting 
for Guffman, Best in Show and A Mighty 
Wind — this one is crammed full of 
painfully funny jokes from start to finish. 

Butin that one scene, as O’ Hara stares 
upward ever so slightly with hopeful, 
vulnerable blue eyes, you don’t feel like 
you re watching a comedy at all. 

“The important part of this story is 
the emotional part,” says Guest — who 
directed, co-wrote and stars in the film 
— during a tandem interview with 
Eugene Levy at the Toronto International 
Film Festival. Levy, a Hamilton native 
who now lives in Toronto and L.A. 
co-wrote the script, as he did for Guest’s 
last three movies, and also has a role. 
Both look surprisingly conservative in 
nearly identical dark blue blazers. 

“We’ve been in this business a long time 
and we've seen a lot of these bizarre 
people, that’s the easy part,” continues 
Guest. “The hard part is weaving the 
somewhat tragic story through it, and 
without that there’s no movie.” 

Like all of Guest’s movies, For Your 
Consideration is a mass ensemble, and 
you Il recognize most of the major players 
from his past films. Much of the story 
takes place on the set of the shlocky, 
low-budget, 1940s-set movie within the 
movie, Home for Purim. Written by a 
couple of too-earnest playwrights 
(Michael McKean and Bob Balaban), 
Purim stars Marilyn Hack (O’ Hara) and 
equally past-his-prime Victor Allen Miller 
(Harry Shearer) as the heads of a Jewish 
family in the American South. When 
their lesbian daughter (Parker Posey) 
arrives home for the holiday with her 
partner (Rachel Harris) it causes much 
tsuris...sort of like Yiddish for angst.

»» of an actor directing himself in the 
role of a director, Guest plays fuzzy- 
haired filmmaker Jay Berman. Levy plays 
Miller’s smarmy agent, Morley Orfkin. 

But the pitiable atmosphere on the 
Home for Purim set instantly transforms 
when someone hears that an anonymous 
blogger was on set and wrote that Hack’s 
performance is Oscar-worthy. The tragedy 
is that once the Oscar rumours start, no 
matter how baseless they are, everyone 
falls in love with the idea of being handed 
the ultimate Hollywood validation. 

“It’s the strongest form of comedy 
when the audience has an emotional 
connection to the characters as well, 
otherwise it’s a sketch,” explains Levy. 
“When the jokes stop, the movie stops.” 

It’s surprising to see just how much 
affection and sympathy Guest and Levy 
have for these characters, all of whom are 
ridiculous, and all of whom seem to get 
skewered by the script. In fact, Guest 
bristles when the word mockumentary is 
used to describe his films. “I have never 
made a mockumentary, but [᾿νε made 
movies in a documentary style,” he says. 

Which is a shock, because Guest’s 
movies are the first to spring to mind 
when one hears the word mockumentary. 

“You're not taking these people and 
holding them up to ridicule,” says Levy, 
“which I think is why the term mocku- 
mentary is something that is not entirely 
a word that sits well.... Guffman was not 
mocking small town people, and Best in 
Show was not mocking these people, 
these are real people, we met these people. 
These characters in the movie were based 
on people we ran into while we were 
doing the research for the movie.” 

Perhaps their discomfort with the term 
is one reason they decided not to make 
For Your Consideration in the documentary 
style. You don’t really notice it for the first 
15 minutes because the jokes are firing at 
a machine-gun pace, but then it occurs to 
you, there are no asides to the camera, 
no captions. This is pure narrative. 

“We needed a change,” says Guest. “It 
was tremendously difficult because when 
you re doing a documentary style, at any 
point you can throw in an interview, you 
can throw in astill of Eugene with his eyes 
crossed.” 

“Which we’ve done in every picture,” 
adds Levy. 

Like their past films, this one was largely 
improvised. Guest and Levy create the 
skeleton, but after that anything goes. 

Early reports claimed the film was 


Victor Allen Miller (Harry Shea ; 
Morley Orfkin (Eugene Levy) in 


inspired by the experience Guest and 
Levy went through in 2004, when the 
McKean-penned song “A Kiss at the End 
of the Rainbow,” from A Mighty Wind, was 
nominated for Best Original Song. There 
was even talk that Levy might get an 
Oscar nod for his performance as Mitch, 
the emotionally fragile former folk icon. 
“Once you get into things like the 
New York Film Critics’ Circle...and then 
these lists come up, there you find 
your name on the Top Ten people for 
whatever,” recalls Levy. “And you love 
these people for putting your name ona 
list, and it means they like what you did, 
but you know, how far is this going to go? 
It is like a thing that’s pulling you along, 
this thing you have no control over.” 
Levy and O’Hara performed “A Kiss at 
the End of the Rainbow’ live at the Oscars, 
and while that may have influenced 
Levy’s work on this script, 1t was not the 
inspiration for For Your Consideration. 
“This started probably 20 years ago,” 
says Guest. “In 1979 I was working on a 
film, as an actor, and we were about three 
weeks into shooting, and someone came 
up to the director of photography and 
said, “You better get your tuxedo ready.’ 
And I remember thinking, “What?! We 
just started this thing, what are you talking 
about?’ And I could see a change in this 
guy. He’d suddenly become better in his 
own mind. And he wasn’t nominated.” 
No worries about that sort of torment 
here in Canada. When asked whether the 
Canadian film industry brews the same 
level of unhealthy competition over the 
Genies, Levy flatly responds, “No.” 
Then after the laughter dies, he adds, 
“T don’t think films are made in this coun- 
try where people go, “We’re getting a Genie, 
Iknowit!’ I think the happiest moments are 
when the financing comes through.” @

there’s always a slight moment of anticlimax because you 
don’t really believe it’s for real,” muses Daniel Craig, upon 
whose shoulders sits a weight unmatched by any of his five 
predecessors in the role that could either make or break his 
career, and determine the fate ofa 44-year screen phenomenon. 

“And I have to admit that when I first got the phone call I was 
in a complete state of disbelief...but after my third vodka martini 
it started to sink in,” adds Craig with a smile. “And that’s the truth 
— I went out and got very drunk on vodka martinis that night.” 

To say Casino Royaleis a giant gamble for all involved is a huge 
understatement. The most successful film franchise in movie 
history is forgoing the tried-and-true by going back to its roots. 
Author Ian Fleming’s very first James Bond novel, Casino Royale 
was published in 1953 and lays the groundwork for the man 
who will become the world’s most famous and deadliest secret 
agent. (The book has been filmed twice before, first as a 
1953 episode of the TV show Climax! and then in 1967 as an 
oddball spy spoof starring David Niven as Bond. But neither is 
considered part of the Bond canon.) 

“The way we look at it is it’s Classic Bond,” explains producer 
Barbara Broccoli, daughter of legendary 007 producer 
Albert “Cubby” Broccoli, between camera setups on the beaches 
of Paradise Island. This is where Craig’s 007 will make his 
entrance from sparkling waters, echoing Ursula Andress’ 
indelible introduction in Dr. No. 

These sun-drenched Bahamian shores have been a tropical 
touchstone throughout the series and are helping to lend a

retro feel to this Bond rebirth. From the posh Café Martinique 
and the electric Junkanoo parade made famous in 1965’s 
Thunderball, to the spectacular — and sometimes treacherous 
— coral reef dives, this opulant oasis has played host to five 
previous Bond films and duly credits the 007 phenomenon with 
elevating it to ἃ jet-set destination in the 1960s. 

In fact, original Bond Sean Connery became so enamoured 
with the location after shooting Thunderball that he bought a 
house here and has made it his primary residence ever since. 

So, with much of Casino Royale having been lensed on sound- 
stages in Prague, these precious few weeks of location work have 
provided cast and crew ἃ much-needed breath of fresh air — and 
an invaluable chance to reconnect with Bond history. 

“Casino Royale is the definitive Bond story,” says Broccoli of 
the only Bond novel that her father and producing partner 
Harry Saltzman did not have the rights to produce (it was even- 
tually aquired by MGM after a lengthy court battle that ended 
in 1999). “It was always an ambition of theirs to be able to make 
the Casino Royale story but, sadly, they were never able to. So 
when it finally became available to us, we leapt at the chance. 

But this decision to reboot the series — which has grossed more 
than $4-billion worldwide since Dr. No’s premiere in 1962 — is tricky 
business. Casino Royale introduces James Bond before he holds 
his license to kill, forgoing the trademark fantastical elements in 
favour of a more realistic narrative and grittier characterizations, 
all generously spiked with painful doses of tragedy and loss. 

Also absent are such beloved Bond hallmarks as gadget-guru 
Q, loverlorn secretary Miss Moneypenny, over-the-top >» >

> pP supervillains, and, of course, fan-favourite Pierce Brosnan. 
Considering Brosnan’s last outing as 007 in 2002’s Die Another 
Day grossed nearly $450-million — the highest take for a Bond 
film to date — the obvious question is: Why mess with success? 

“Well, I think we’ve seen Bond films go through different 
periods of change,” offers Michael G. Wilson, who produces the 
Bond films with his stepsister Broccoli. “In the 1970s they got 
bigger and bigger and more fantastic until we reached 
Moonraker [1979] in outer space. And we realized that it was 
going in the wrong direction and we brought it back to basics 
with lor Your Eyes Only [1981]. 

“And what we saw with Die Another 
Day is that we got to the same point,” 
continues Wilson. “We started getting 
too high in the sky — outer space, 
invisible cars — the technology began 
to overwhelm the story and the char- 
acters. We felt it was very important 
to bring it back down to Earth.” 

Though 007 has tangled with the 
world’s worst villains and megaloma- 
niacal madmen over the past 44 years, 
this time Bond’s greatest nemesis 
has proven to be the media. Auric 
Goldfinger and Blofeld were paper 
tigers compared to the Fleet Street 
tabloids, which have held Craig in 
their crosshairs since it was anounced 
the little-known, 38-year-old British 
actor would replace Brosnan. Hound- 
ed by criticism over a seeming lack of 
necessary Bond attributes, Craig has 
taken the attacks in stride. 

“The truth is, if you're not getting 
bruised when you’re doing Bond, 
you're not doing it properly,” quips 
Craig in true Bondian fashion, as he 
sits down to chat at the posh One & 
Only Ocean Club on the powder- 
white sand shores of Paradise Island. 

“Quite honestly, I didn’t really 
expect it,” admits the rugged, fair- 
haired Craig, whose recent credits include Munichand The Jacket. 
“I mean, I’ve been acting a while now and I’ve been in some big 
movies before, but nothing on this level. And I’ve learned that 
you can’t believe the good stuff and you can’t believe the bad 
stuff. You kind of still take it in, but I’m really trying to ignore 
it. I have to. I’m getting on with this.” 

Faith in Craig’s abilities was strengthened shortly after filming 
wrapped this summer, when Eon Productions announced that 
it had signed Craig to another two Bond films, with the next one 
due to start production in 2007. 

Still, Craig confesses that the furor has upped the ante. “I’ve 
been giving 110 percent from the very beginning, and maybe 
after [the criticism] I was trying to give 115 percent, but Imean, 
I’m giving everything I can,” he says. 

“So once that’s all done and dusted,” he adds, “and once 
we've got the movie out, people can say what they want. They 
can criticize it then. But it’s really silly for anyone to criticize it 
now because they haven ’t seen it yet!” 

Casino Royale begins in black and white before transitioning 


to colour after Bond has made his first two kills and is elevated 
to “OO” status. “It’s a very tough story,” explains director 
Martin Campbell (Goldenkye). “It’s very interesting that in the 
book Bond finds violence very hard to take. When he has to do 
two killings, one of them ends up becoming very ugly and 
messy. It really affects him, even though he’s in denial about it.” 

Agent 007’s first mission means facing down Le Chiffre 
(Mads Mikkelsen), who is banker to the world’s terrorist 
organizations. The Bond Girls include Italian stunner 
Caterina Murino (Nowhere) as femme fatale Solange and 
French beauty Eva Green (Kingdom of 
Heaven) as Vesper Lynd, a represen- 
tative from the British Secret Service 
sent to keep tabs on Bond. 

“It’s a very special, unusual rela- 
tionship because Vesper is the only 
woman who really gets to Bond’s 
heart,” explains Green, relaxing 
waterside between takes. “They really 
fall in love. She has a big impact on 
his life and he will later become the 
Bond that we all know because of 
that one relationship.” 

Under Campbell’s direction, the 
crew has been maximizing its time in 
the Bahamas, which will also double 
for Madagascar and Montenegro in 
the film’s key action scenes. 

The next day’s shoot on Coral 
Harbour includes a spectacular foot 
chase through the jungle and then 
the alleyways of a shantytown, culmi- 
nating in a showdown 10 storeys up, 
across narrow steel girders in an 
abandoned construction site. Craig 
works out for two hours every night 
after shooting wraps, and watching 
him in action, it’s obvious he has the 
athletic prowess necessary for the role. 

“You see how physical this job is 
for me,” says Craig, catching his 
breath between takes and wiping the 
sweat from his forehead. “I got a personal trainer for this film, 
which has been an absolute godsend. 

“I knew [had to be in the best shape I could be,” he adds with 
a grin, “otherwise I would never survive it.... Because at the end 
of the day there isn’t any painting-it-in for this movie. These stunts 
aren't going to be helped by CGI...what you're seeing is the 
real thing. It’s the ‘wow’ factor. Audiences get it when the stunts 
are done for real and people actually put their lives in danger.” 

For Campbell, it’s all about making the 21st James Bond film 
“the most realistic and emotionally involving” film of the series. 
“I mean, how many control rooms can you blow up? How many 
madmen can take over the world? How many space stations can 
you take over,” asks Campbell with a shrug. “The argument is 
simply we’ve taken Bond as far as we can with the formula...so 
let’s see if we can shake it up a little bit.” Θ
